We the undersizned bishops of the Austrian Dioceses declare with the 
sincerest convinction and of our own free will on the occasion of the 
great nistorical events in Geruan-Austria: 
We gladly recognize that the National Socialist movement has achieved 
and is achieving great things in the sphere of national and economic 
reconstruction, as well as in social policy for the German Reich and 

è people and especially for the poorest classes of tne nation. We are 
also convinced that the danger of the all-destroying and godless 
Bolshevism would be averted through the efforts of the National- 
Socialist movement. 
The bishops are accompanying this activity for the future by their 
sincerest good wishes, and will also exhort the faithful in this sense. 
On the day of the plebiscite it is the obvious national duty for us 
bishops to admit ourselves to be Germans belonging to the Reich, and 
we also expect that all devout Christians will realize what they owe 
d to their nation,

to terminato tho centuryold struggle with France. In tho question of security 
we aro ready to give all the desired &uarantoos, Between our countrios there 
is a bread, deriliterizod zone, and no fortifications of any kind protects 
tho German Western bordor or makes possible in tho futuro any militery 
operation against our neighbours in the Vest, We understend if France wants 

e strong armement, and wo have no objections in hor maintaining this strong 
ernenent 5nd its well of fantastic border positions, Tho only thing wo demand 
is the small measure of relative security which wo requiro oursolvos, just as 
evory sovereign state, But there is still anothor point to be settled botween 
us, without which Frenco-Gorman peace can never be final and upright: the 
SAAR QUESTION, The Sear torritory is & romainder of tho spirit of thet 
imperialist policy, which filled the peace troatios of 1919, This policy 

must be decisively and finally terminated, if posce is desired. It thoreforo 
would be short-sighted to attompt at prosent to bring about tho Franco-German 
settlement by an &groonont in tho arm ment question, if within a yoar ε, bitter 
plebiscite battle for tho Ser territory is to bo started. We Gormens cannot 
wish more longingly for ^nything then to provo to the whola world by а plebisci 
that this country is Gorman and thet it strives with ell the fibers of its 
heart to return to the mother-country, We truly do not 
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have to fear this plebiscite. But why postpone this unsettled condition 

end the terminstion of the tensions riding from it for still another yoer? 

We are ro»dy to allow tho plebiscite to teko plece tomorrow if Frence wishes 
world history to take notice in this way of the mistskos of its imperialist 
policy. No government which seriously means to establish perce should thorofozc 
hositeto to tackle the problem immediately. Tho economie questions of this 
torfitory lying on tho border of Franco cen end must be solved in a wey which 
will sorvo the intorests of both nations, Thás would be г, truo policyyof peace.

Filled by the sinccre wish to carry out the work of peaceful internal 
reconstruction of our pcoplo, of their political end economic life А 
Germen governments at one time declared themselyes prepared with 
confidence in the concession of a worthy equality to enter the League 
of Nations and to participate in the disarmament conf: renge, 


ж in spite of our readiness to continuo the already accomplished German 
disarmament at any time to the last con: 'equonce, if ncoessory, other 
governmcnts could not bets ig themselves to is bete to mako good the 

assurances signed by them in the peace treaty. 


By thc conscious refusal of a real morel and ob jective cquality of 
Germany the Gorman people and its governments were again and again 
huulliatod to the utmost. 


after the Reich government rocontly had declared itsolf prepared to 
participate again in the negotiations of the disa irmament conference 
after German caualit у was expressively established on 11 December 1932. 
the Reich Minister for Foreign Affairs and our Wales ates were thon in- 
formed by official representatives of the othor states in public 
Specches спа dircet statowents,that the present Germany could no 
longer bo grontod this cQuality today. 


As the German Reich government rogards this procedure both an unjustand 
an unworthy discrimination agsinst the German pcoplo, it considers 
itsclf uns2lo, as a second-rato nation without Plghts,to continue to 
participate any longer in negoti ations, which thoroby could lcad 

only to new dictates,

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Manifesting egain its firm will for peace the German Reich Government 
declares in view of these humiliating and dishonorable imputations that, 
to its deepest regret, it sees itself forced to leave the disarmament 
conference. Therefore, it also has to announce its wituadrawal from tne 
League of Nations. 

It puts this decision, connected wita a new avowal for a policy of a 
sincere love of peace end resdiness for agreement, before tao Germai 
peoole for thou to take their attitude, and it expects of them a 
zenifestation of the same love end readiness for peace, moreover 

also of the same conception ої nonor and of the same determination. 


ag Chancellor of tae German Reicn I have therefore proposed to the Reich 
resident to present tnis policy of the Reich Government to the nation 
for a plebiscite, for tne purpose of г visible expression of the united 


will of government and veople, and to dissolve the German Reichstag, 


in order to give the German people the opportunity thereby, to elect 
taose representatives who, as sworn representatives of this policy ої 
peace and honesty, are able to give to the people the guarantee of a 


firm representation of their interests in tois sense. 


As Chancellor of the German people and as leader of the Netional Socialist 
movement i am convinced that the wnole nation will, united like one man, 
back up an avowal and a cecision waich result as much from our love 
for our people and from our respect for its honor as from the conviction 
that tne final pacification cf the world which is so necessary for

We 
have left the disermament conference and the League of Nations not as a 
demonstration against the idea of peaceful understanding among the 
nations, but to demonstrate to the world that tae hitherto existing 
metnod of distinction between the victors and the vanquished, between 
armed and disarmed countries, between free and enslaved nations cannot 
continue to exist and to demonstrete that real understanding and true 


peace is solely possible on the foundation of equality of rights.

Statement in Lieu of Oath, 


I have been in close relation politically to Reich Chancellor (retired) Von 

PALIN in hig capacity as leader of the "Fighting Front of Conservative Catholics
